HARIDNESS IN RASPBERRIES 


One of the more important fac- 
tors influencing the commercial 
production of raspberrics in this 
part of Southern Alberta is.the 
Jack of winter hardiness in the 
cultivated varieties A  grover 
who plans raspberry production «n 
large scale is faced with the high 
labor cost of covering his canes in 
the fall and uncovering them again 
in the spring Unless this proce- 
dure is carried out the resulting 
Joss in frdit yields is such that 
raspberry production becomes an- 
profitable, 

It is surmised that the killing 
of the flower buds on the exposed 
canes occurs from the warm, dry 
ing Chinook winds which are com- 
mon through the winter. ‘The 
months of November and Decem- 
ber are critical in this regard, and 
great fluctuations in vemperatures/ 
easily upset the balance, causing 
damage to the plant tissue, which 
are irrepairable The result is loas 
of fruiting canes for at least one 
year. 

Few if any of the cultivated var- 
ieties presently ‘being grown in 
Southern Alberta may be expected 
to survive if winter protection is 
not provided Two varieties whic 
have siiown indications of some) 
hardiness are Newburgh, a widely 
grown variety, and a new variety 
called Gatineau, of which the lat- 
ted is the hardier 

The staff of the Lethbridge 
Experimental Station has made 
many examinations in recent years 
of exposed wild raspberry plants 
in the foothills of Southern Al- 
berta A number of plants have 
been found which seem to possess 
a high degree of hardiness. Sev- 
eral crosses have been completed 
ef these wild plants and the va-

Pioneer Hunters Recall 


Days Of Unlimifed Bags 


(By The Canadian Press) 

REGINA—Saskatchewan's 50,000 nimrods may not have 
as much fun as their duck-hunting grandfathers but—thanks 
to conservation and protective measures—they know there 
will be birds to shoot next year. Pioneer hunters like to tell 
the younger generation of that era when ducks did not fly 
by the grace of the government, when bags were unlimited 
and when conservation was a term that had something to 


do with the winter's meat supply. 


Oldtimers recall flights of geese 
so large that it took a flock 30 
minutes to pass a given point. 
They tell of mallards splashing 
upwards from a meal and blotting 
out the sun, 

Most of the tales come out of 
the Qu’Appelle valley where the 
almost legendary Jack Leader 
would provide luxurious entertain- 
ment for anyone who wanted a 
day's shooting, Anyone, that is, 
with the right kind of money. 

Leader's Point, on Pasqua lake, 
still is one of. Saskatchewan's 
most popular hunting spots, Not- 
ables visiting the point have in- 
cluded the.Prince of Wales, now 
the Duke of Windsor, Lord and 
Lady Minto, Lord Byng of Vimy, 
and Bernard Baruch. 

Fred Dunk, former curator of 
the provincial museum, describes 
a typical shoot in the valley in 
which he and a companion bagged 
85 ducks in one morning and 
stretched to 200 birds their total 
for a two-day shoot, 

Spring shooting was allowed, 
the sale of game for commercial 
purposes was common and bag 
limits and licences were unheard 
of.

automatic shotgun and live de- 
coys, some of which were trained 
by hunters to honk or quack at 
the desired moment, 

Geese, ducks and Prairie chick- 
en hung in front of butcher shops. 
Housewives stretched their pin 
money, the records disclose, by 
trapping Prairie chicken during 
the winter and peddling them to 
the local meat vendor, 

The methods of taking the wild- 
fowl were as varied as the bags 
were large. Guns as big as eight 
gauge were in common use, and 
firelight shooting was the fad at 
the turn of the century, 

Old letters reveal that some 
hunters frequently used multiple 
guns, One of these contraptions 
consisted of about six standard 
shotguns secured to a log, pointed 
at a duck roost, and fired by 
means of a rope leading to the 
hunter's blind. 

But all that changed when Sas- 
katchewan became a province in 
1905. Spring shooting was abol- 
ished in 1907, a licence fee was 
levied in 1910, and in 1915 the 
sale of game was prohibited. 

Provincial archives reveal that 
predecessors of today’s game 
wardens were hired by the agri- 
culture department, and were 
known as weed inspectors. Game 
conservation was just a sideline. 


IN BRITISH COLUMBIA 
Nylon Nets 
Effective In 
Catching Salmon 


NANCOUVER. — Salmon fisher- 
men at the mouth of the Fraser 
river now largely use nylon fish 
nets, instead of the old-style linen 
nets, 

Fishermen say nylon nets are 
four times as effective. As a re- 
sult, virtually no fish have been 
able to get through the net bar- 
rage during the open season, and. 
fisheries officials have been forced 
to impose longer closure periods as 
@ conservation measure. 

So great is the demand, nylon 
web is being flown to this coast 
from New York. It’s twice as ex- 
pensive as linen, but it’s effective- 
ness more than makes up for that. 

Nylon is almost transparent in 
the water and salmon are unable 
to avoid the nets in their surge 
upstream. They are also clean and 
do not pick up silt and organic 
matter. It is also easier to extri- 
cate fish from the nylon because 
of more elastic properties. 

“Nylon gear is just as deadly,” 


said one fisheries official in ex-

The following interesting 
article appeared recently in 
The Miniota Herald, Manitoba, 
which was taken from the 
Cincinnati Times-Star.

Nixon Denton of that paper, 
inserted in his column “Sec- 
ond Thoughts” a letter writ- 
ten by Miss Janet Weiden- 
bein of that city.

Mr. Denton ‘writes as follows: 

“I was a trifle hasty some time 
back, I guess, when I reprinted a 
piece from a Canadian newspaper, 
implying that baseball north of 
the border wasn’t likely to hbe- 
come more popular than cricket, 
hockey, or getting lost in bliz- 
zards, 

“Miss Janet Weidenbein of 4007 
Drew Avenue, explains that our 
national game, as it is termed, 
does very well indeed among Her 
Majesty's Canadian subjects, hint- 
ing that most of them, at least, 
are well aware of the difference 
between a catcher and a short- 
stop, and do not believe, for an 
instant, that the Cincinnati Reds 
are Communists, 

“Dear Mr. Denton, she writes— 
Since we never miss your column 
we couldn't help but read a week 
or 80 ago, about the Canadian 
newspaper clipping which you re- 
ceived, that took a very dim view 
of America’s favorite pastime of 
baseball. I'm afraid, Sir, that my 
family holds quite a different 
opinion, 

“For the past several years we 
have spent our vacations with 
relatives who own a wheat ranch 
in western Manitoba, They are 
located about 200 miles west of 
Winnipeg and 30 miles east of the 
Saskatchewan border where the 
winters are long and the sum- 
mers short. There the farmer 
works hard all year long, but es-

Wood, salvaged from some- 
one’s old barn and some old chick- 
en wire form the backstops for 
the diamonds, 

“The spectators, mostly wives, 
children and girl friends, sit in 
their cars, parked as close as pos- 
sible, or, if they have no cars, 
brave the 90 degrees, broiling sun. 

“Although a stiff, hot, summer 
wind blows dust in their throats 
and into their eyes, the rooters 
are undaunted and make so much 
noise that even our Redlegs 
couldn't ask for more encourage- 
ment. 

“At 10 a.m. the scrub teams in- 
cluding one from a nearby Indian 
Reserve, begin the play-offs, con- 
sisting of six innings to the game. 
By noon four games have been 
completed and everybody takes 
time out to quiet the grumblings 
of the ‘:ids and their own stom- 
achs with potato salad, meat 
loaves and pop, while the mos- 
quitoes with the speed and ac- 
curacy of dive bombers take care 
of their own. food wants nicely.

Penicillin Saves Lives Of 
Reindeer Mauled By Bears. 


KAMLOOPS, B.C, — . How pent penicillin saved the lives of 
reindeer after they had been mauled by a grizzly bear was 
related by Grady Carrothers. A Texan, Mr. Carrothers paused 
here on his way from Nome, Alaska, to his native state. 
He arrived with 13 reindeer, three of which were injured by 


the bear. With him was his 13-year-old son, Jack. 


A 400-pound bear attacked the 
reindeer at Fort Nelson, on the 
Alaska highway, while Carrothers 
and his son were sleeping in their 
pick-up truck, 

Penicillin administered by an 
R.C.A.F, medical officer saved the 
animals’ lives, Carrothers said, 

“He looked after the reindeer as 
though they were babies — a 
mighty fine gent, that sawbones,” 
he said. 

“The attack came when it was 
pitch dark in a deserted spot along 
the road, The animals stayed close

rr Surplus 


EDMONTON.— The Alberta 
government had an over-all 
surplus of $23,584,446 on in- 
come and capital accounts at 
March 31, provincial auditor 
C. K. Huckvalea said in the 
1952-53 public accounts re- 
port released. 


This was an increase of $17,046,- 
730 over the surplus at the end 
of March, 1952, 

Operating surplus to the end of 
last March totalled $77,508,056, 
largest in the province's history. 
The over-all surplus is obtained by 
subtracting the net capital ex- 
penditure of $50,960,511 from the 
operating surplus, 

The operating surplus -repre- 
sented a $29,904,230 increase over 
that of March 31, 1952, while net 
capital expenditures were up $12,- 
857,499. 

With a net funded debt of $94,- 
801 at the end of the last fiscal 
year, Alberta had cash and invest- 
ments totalling $108,397,993, more 
than enough to pay off the debt 
if it wished, Adding the unfunded 
debt and certain guarantees for 
which the government is liable, 
the total public debt totalled $102,- 
466,718, 

The government paid off $3,871,- 
440 of thedebt during the year. 

Revenue on income account for 
the fiscal year totalled $154,743,- 
686, or $159.53 per capita on the 
basis of a population of 97,000, Exe 
penditures reached $77,234,730, or 
$79.63 per capita. 

Major revenue was $66,812,501 
from fees, of which $50,862,561 
came from oil and natural gas 
activity. 


Recorded Soil 
Erosion At 9,000 
Pounds Per Acre 


EDMONTON.—The Soils depart- 
ment of the University of Alberta 
recorded soil erosion at a rate 
of 9,000 pounds per acre during a 
recent storm which struck nearby 
St. Albert, 

In seven minutes, 7/10 of an 
inch of rain fell in the area, @ 
record for the Edmonton district. 
The storm occurred July 30. 

The university established eight 
plots at St. Albert in 1949, 
They are designed to study ef- 
fect of crop cover, crop rotation, 
and intensity of rainfall and the 
amount of run-off and: soil Joss, 

Loss of soil by erosion was suf- 
fered most by a plot of summer- 
fallow. A wheat plot showed some 
loss but was protected consider- 
ably by its crop cover. A natural 
prairie plot was not ‘affected by 
the downpour. 
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Manufacturing Increases 100 Times 


Since Formation 


Of Alberta 


The growth of Alberta’s manu- 
facturing industry has been im- 
pressive when it is considered in 
relation to the Province’s depend- 
ence on the main industry agri- 
culture, 

Alberta’s manufacturing indus- 
try produces $500,000,000 worth of 
goods and materials yearly, 100 
times the value of production in 
1905. In those 47 years, the num- 
ber of manufacturing plants has 
increased from 97 to nearly 2,000. 
There are 27,000 persons employed 
by Alberta’s manufacturing in- 
dustries and their salaries and 
wages approximate $60,000,000 
annually, 

The group manufacturing foods 
and beverages produce more than 
54 per cent. of the total annual 
production of manufacturing in- 


dustries'as a whole, having a total 
value of production of $250,000,000 
in 1952, 

Next largest of the manufac- 
turing groups is that of petroleum 
and coal products which pro- 
@uces more than 17 percent of 
total manufacturing production, 
The wood products industry fol- 
lows with a value of production 
of $42,000,000 in 1952 while the 
manufacture of iron and steel 
products is next, with a 1952 
value of production of "$20,000,- 
000,

ing, are non-metallic mineral 
products, transportation equip: 
ment, prin and -publishing, 
chemical products, clothing and 
paper products,
